These are briefly the facts of the case. 
The murderer, Stokes, made no attempt to 
escape, and was promptly aarested, identi- 
fied and put in prison. A jury was empan- 
nelled,and the dying man’s deposition tak- 
en. The provisions of his will sre explain- 
ed inour morning despatches from New 
York.

In 1868, the first year I had the honor of 
being elected Warden, the Council was com- 
posed of nineteen meinbers. OF the gentle 
men composing the Council at that time, 
only two are presunt beside myself, aa mem- 
bora of the Council of 1872, which is com- 
posed of twenty-six ropresentatives. 

It is with a feeling akin to regret that I 
note the absence of faces familiar at our 
sessions of Council during the year that is 
past, and while I bears willing testimony 
to the efficiency and ability of these gentle- 
men, I trust their places are filled by those 
equally anxious to discharge the duties of 
office faithfully, and for the best interests 
of the county. It is also satisfactory to 
note, that of the twelve Councillors present 
to-day, who did not form part of the Coun- 
eil of 1871, four have previously occupied 
seats at this Council Board, and that most 
of tho new mombers have had considerable 
municipal experience. . 

Since the last session of the Council of 
| 18Y1, an old and faithful servant of the 
County has passed away. I refer to our late 
County Surveyor, Robt. Francis, Esq. 
know I speak the general opinion, when I 
say ho was a faithful officer, and rendered 
yaluuble service to the County. From the 
intimate relationship that I haye held to 
chim for the last ten years, broughtabout 
by, our relative official positions, I became 
impressed with his worth as a man, and his 
integrity as. a servant of the Council, He 
had peculiarities of temper—and who has 
not—but a more manly and kinder heart 
never beat in any man’s!bosom. I feel 
keenly the loss of his experience and ma- 
tured judgment, and 1 mourn for him as a 
man mourns for a true friend. ; 

It will be our duty, gentlemen, at this 
session of the Council to appoint Auditors, 
‘and also to fill the office now vacant by the 
doath of our late County Surveyor, Trus- 
tees will also have to be appointed to fill 
the place of the retiring mombers of the 
High Schoola of the County. 

Before the Council closes 1 will name the 
members of the Gravel Road Committee. 

Arrangements should be made at this 
session for the payment of the two Boards 
of Examiners, appointed by this Council 
and acting under the new School Law. 

Beyond the asual routine of business, I 
am not aware of any furthor matters of im- 
portance for your consideration. 

Itis not the usual practice to entertain 
at the January sossion applications for 
grants on Roads.and Bridges, and taking 
into consideration the large appropriations 
of last year by which the most pressing do- 
mands for road improvement were met, I 
think it would be well for tho Council to 
return for a year or two, at least, to the 
policy of nv expenditure on roads ontsido 
of gravel roads, except in such cases where 
the material interests of the County would 
be eacrificed by delay. 

It would not, perhaps, be out of place to 
call the attention of the new mombers of 
our Council, seeing there are so many of 
them, to the importance of a careful study 
of the rules of order that govern the meet- 
ings of the Council, 

They were framed for the purpose 
of not only expediting, but of giving every 
member an opportunity to take part in the 
business that comes before the Council. 
And while I shall feel it a part of my duty 
to make liberal interpretation of those 
rules in their application to new members, 
at the same time experience has taught me 
that an observance of them in the intorest 
of decorum and proper despatch of business 
should be maintained, 

Relying on the kindly co-operation of the 
Council in the discharge of my duties, both 
as presiding and executive officer, which 
has always been so generally accorded in 
the past, I look forward with pleasure to 
our intercourse for the coming year, trust- 
ing wo shall all unite heartily in forward.

He believed that warrants had never been 
issued for the arrest of the murderers of 
Scott ; or if they did issue, he believed that 
it was not intended they should be execut- 
ed. Ifthe House adopted his resolution, 
it would enable the Government to bring 
it forward with measures for the action of 
the House, as it would be calculated to 
accomplish the latter part of the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. C, Cameron said that a similar mo- 
tion of last year was got up for political ef- 
fect. 

Mr. Wood, of Brant, said that the Dom- 
minion Government had ample honor to 
deal with the matter. 

Hon. Mr. Scott, of Ottawa, said that last 


year he had sympathized with Mr. Blake's 
motion, and had refused to attend a caucus 
of the Government supporters that met to 
propose any amendment to it. He had 
then voted with the Government because 
it was nocessary that gentlemen should not 
bo breaking away with their individul views 
from the asty towhich they were tempor- 
arily allied Je would cordially support 
Mr. Blake's motion.
